In the opening sentence of the act 
it is laid down that a person shall not 
be disqualified by six or~mai riag* 
from the eaarcUe of any public func­ 
tion. 
It U now clear, ray the fem- 
Iniats, that whenever, It is challenged 
the act faib to secure sex equality. 
Its ohief effect ha* been to enable 
women to ait on juries whkh, rightly 
or wrongly, U regarded by most Eng­ 
lish people as a penalty rather than a 
privilege of equal eitisenship. Further, 
women have been admitted as law­ 
yers, but this is because the legal so­ 
cieties have accepted the spirit of the 
.act and have not chosen to challenge 
it* letter. 
Apart from these point* 
the act, according to its women critic», 
has signally failed in some vital par­ 
ticulars. 


.The act doe* not give women equali­ 
ty of opportunity in the civil service, 
and it doe* not safeguard the position 
of women public servante, a* exempli­ 
fied In the differentia tin between men 
and women police when, the plea of 
economy bing necessary, moat of the 
U tter were dismissed, 
it doe* not 
secure women public servants from 
dismissal oa account of marriage. It 
does nbt secure admission for women
